ISaster Ahead of Time. 


TAOOMA, WASH., March 30.—It was Easter 


Sunday yesterday on the Pacific slope, al- 
though probably not more than half a dozen 
people knew it. Those who did know it are 
ambitious astronomers and mathematicians. 
They find that the first full moon after the 
spring equinox put in an appearance shortly 
after 10 o' clock Saturday night, and it is a 
fact that the first Sunday after the first full 
moon after the spring equinox is Easter 
Sunday the world over. 


But in this peculiar case, said to be the 


first instance of the kind since the begin- 
ning of the Christian era, only this part of 
the Pacific slope has its Easter Sunday a 
week in advance of the rest of the world. 
When the moon filled Saturday night, reck- 
oning by Pacific coast time, it was already 
Sunday in New York and London. 
Conse- 


quently for the East and the remainder of 
the world, excepting the Pacific coast, the 
first Sunday after tho first full moon after 
the spring equinox will not arrive until 
next Sunday. 


—An electric tree has been discovered in 


Mategalpa, Nicaragua. It looks not unlike 
a dwarf elm, and its peculiar property was 
discovered by a native who broke off a 
branch, while making his way through the 
forest. He received a powerful shock, and 
was partially stunned. He was inclined to 
think at first that he had been kicked by his 
patient mule, but in touching the tree a 
second time, he was shocked into a full 
realization of the truth. 


—At a special meeting of the Manufac- 


turers' Club of Philadelphia, on last Monday 
evening, a resolution offered by Rudolph 
Blankenburg was adopted by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the 500 memqers present. 
It denounces as false the report that Phila- 
delphia manufacturers are willing to barter 
with the silver Senators for the free coinage 
of silver in exchange for additional protec- 
tion, and declares that the club is unalterably 
opposed to the free coinage of silver by the 
United States alone.

the country in general was following. He 
made the prediction that McKinley would 
be nominated on the first ballot by the Re- 
publicans, but had nothing to suggest about 
the Democratic nomination.

Colorado City is the oldest town in the

The track of the Colorado Midland railway 
winds its way now through this historic 
pass, giving access to half a dozen or more 
delightful summer resorts, and among which 
choice would be difficult. 
At the mouth of 


Ruxton's canon the cog railway stalls its 
steep and winding climb, a grade of twenty- 
five degrees, to the summit of Pikes Peak. 


A climb or a drive either up the Pass or 


up Williams Canon enables you to visit the 
Grand Caverns and the Cave of the Winds, 
the former overlooking the Pass, and the 
tatter the canon, the distances between the 
entrances to the two caves being about a 
thousand feet, and there being the very 
strong probability that further exploration 
of each will show them to be connected.

The Democratic party In 1893—only a 


year after tho Domocratio tidal wave whioh 
carried Mr. Cleveland into the White 
House—suffered a series of severe reverses. 
The president had hoped for victories as a 
reward for his efforts to calm tho business 
troubles by ending the purchase o£ silver. 
When the returns caiuoln, he saw in them 
only the punishment of the Democrats 
who had opposed his will and a renewal 
of tho people's expression of confidence in 
himself. A year later the Democracy of 
New York nominated Mr. Hill for gov- 
ernor, and his defeat was warmly welcomed 
by tho administration as a great victory 
for Itself. When the returns were coining 
in, those around the president said in one 
breath, "This takes Mr. Hill out-of the 
^ace for 169B and puts you In It." 


There were Democratic reverses in every 


state whose Democratic senators had "held 
up" tariff reform and had compelled the 
enactment of a tariff bill whioh Mr. 
Cleveland has characterized as represent- 
ing "party perfidy ond dishonor." To the 
president tho wrath of the people was vis- 
ited upon these Democratic senators in 
testimony of the people's devotion to him- 
self. 


Last year's elections confirmed the im- 


pression in tho president's mind that the 
plain voters of tho land were bent on in- 
flicting severe punishment on the Demo- 
cratic party for its failure to follow Mr. 
Cleveland. Tho victories of the Repub- 
licans in Maryland and Kentucky were 
so interpreted. In one case Gorman was 
whipped and in another the free silver 
bolters were defeated. 


In view of all these facts, Mr. Cleveland 


feels that his own nomination or that of 
one of his friends on a platform of his 
choice would be welcomed by the country 
with favor.—Now York World.

M. Do Pallisaux and Baron De Coubertin, 
thu eongross of Paris was summoned by a 
dociolon of the Union French Association 
of Athletic Sports, and the commissioners 
wore requested to organize the congress, 
Huron Plorro do Oouburtin for continental 
Europe, Mr. C. Herbert for England and 
:ior colonies and Professor William M. 
Hloimo tor tho American continent. 


Tha commissioners drow up a constitu- 


tion and ruins governing amateurism and 
professionalism and discussed plans for 
the games. At a summer meeting of the 
congress A thens was proposed by the Greek 
dologato as tlio place to hold the games, 
und, 
being warmly supported by Messrs. 


Coubortiu, Sloane, Goudinot and De Vil- 
lars, his proposition was adopted, Athens' 
historic associations making her especially 
suitable. In 1«00 tho games will be held 
in Paris, In 1D04 in Now York and after 
that every fourth yoar at different cities of 
tbo world. 


Tho games are open only to amateurs and 


adults, no schoolboys being admitted, and 
contestants can roprosont only the country 
of which thuy are citizens. 
The general 


committee is at Paris, but the president of 
tho games will be a citizen of the country 
whore tho games are held. Each country 
has a national committee which has care 
of nil the contestants from that country. 


The garnoa are meeting with hearty sup- 


port iu Groooo, and the king and royal 
family are much interested. They will be 
held under thn patronage of the heir appar- 
ent. Prince fieorgo, duke of Sparta, is the 
president, and Prince Nicholas an honor- 
ary uiembor. Tho games are to be hold at 
Athons from April 6 to 15, Inclusive, or, 
by tho Grcok calendar, from the 24th of 
March to tho 3d of April.

D'Arsonval 


states that electricity causes death some- 
times directly by the disruptive and elec- 
trolytic effects of the charge on the tissues. 
This death Is final. It sometimes, howev- 
er, causes death indirectly by arrest of res- 
piration and syncope, caused by stimula- 
tion of the nerve centers. Under these oil* 
cumstanoes a person may be revived If 
proper measures are applied. 


The formula for reviving the victim of 


electric shock is this: The person so dis- 
abled should be treated like one drowned; 
In other words, he should be laid upon the 
back, and artificial respiration performed 
in the way that is ordinarily described, 
Some further practical advice, however, Is 
given to those who are called at once to 
tho scene of the accident and at the time 
when the person is perhaps Btill In contact 
with the wires. 
Of course the first thing 


to be done is to stop the current or break 
the contact. In doing the latter one should 
Dot touch the victim on the face or hands 
or any naked part of the body. It is better 
to lift him by the ooattails or to throw a
